"It is my observation after 23 
years of practice that our judges, 
with exceedingly few exceptions, 
are honest and not influenced in 
their decisions by political con- 
siderations. 
The fault 
lies with 
our overrigid system of procedure 
and forms, and the obscure and 
involved 
language in which so 
much of the law Is stated. 
Trial 


of a lawsuit is still too much of 
a sporting 
proposition with 
the 
judge as an umpire between two 
law teams. 
Trivial and meritless 
technicalities still can delay final 
hearing of cases and pile up un- 
necessary costs. 
"The law must be realistic. Old 
precedents for another age need 
re-examination. 
The courts can- 
not escape the duty of restating 
leg-al philosophy to meet new so- 
cial and economic conditions."

ATTEND CONFERENCE 


500 Educators Hear Talks 


by Prominent School 


Administrators. 


Some 500 school teachers and 
interested persons from over the 
city and state attended the open- 
ing session of the annual all state 
educational conference in the Stu- 
dent Union building Wednesday 
and heard talks by outstanding 
school administrators. 
Dr. C. F. 
Dienst of the state department of 
education, presided, the general 
program being under the direction 
of Dr. D. A. Worcester of teachers 
college. 


A plea for united co-operation 
in bringing 
education down to 
earth was made by Dr. H. L. Cas- 
well of Columbia university. New 
York City, wno declared "we must 
accomplish a 
reorganization of 
our educational program in terms 
of the actual problems of living, 
for neither culture nor the child 
can be considered alone. The edu- 
cator must see the child in his 
cultural setting and view him as 
a part of the greater whole and 
in his relation with the problems 
of every day living." 
Dr. Caswell said that the sepa- 
ration today of the school from 
the actual problems of life and 
the excessive departmentalization 
of the educational program are 
two prime factors which prevent 
the realization of the truly inte- 
grated child. He cited as an ex- 
ample of the latter, the fact that 
there is little attempt to help the 
student reconcile his religious and 
scientific views. 


Dr. C. M. Hill of Yale university 
recommended a curriculum based 
upon biological and social needs 
of children organized around their ; 
interests utilizing first hand exper- 
iences enriched by related mater- 
ials in cultural heritage. 
Harry Becker, director of the 
state bureau of child welfare, dis- 
cussed the work of his organiz- 
ation and pointed out the need for 
enlightened public opinion in re- 
gard to the delinquent child. 
"We do not need to -worry about 
raising a race of giants," Dr. Ruth 
Leverton of the home economics 
department 
of 
the 
university 
stated. 
"It is estimated at the 
present time that there are 7 V? 
million under-nourished s c h o o l 
children in this country." She said 
that on the average there is a re- 
lationship between physical fitness 
and mental ability, studies indicat- 
ing that th egrifted students are on 
the average physically superior.

Victorise Over Congress at 


End of Session Found 


Him Less Liked. 


BY DR. GEORGE GALLUP. 


(Director, 
American Institute of 
Public 
Opinion.) 


NEW YORK,—The fact 
that 
President Roosevelt regained his 
political control over congress in 
the closing wee4*:sof the session 
has been construed by some politi- 
cal observers to mean that the 
president has enjoyed a similar 
gam in popularity thruout the 
country. 
Surveys by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion show, how- 
ever, that Roosevelt's popularity 
with voters bears no close relation- 
ship to the actions of congress. 
Actually his popularity during 
the closing weeks of the session, 
when he was winning spectacular 
victories in congress, was the low- 
est in two years. It was consider- 
ably lower than it had been earlier 
in the session, when the president 
was suffering major defeats on 
Capitol Hill. 
At the time of the victorious 
passage of the wage-hour bill, for 
example, the Institute found his 
popularity index at 54.4 percent. 
This was nearly three points below 
the figure reported during the fight 
over the reorganization bill. Thus, 
altho the defeat of the bill waa 
hailed as a body blow to his pres- 
tige, a substantial majority of 
voters thruout the country were 
still for Roosevelt. 


Court Fight An Example. 


The fight over the supreme 
court bill last year also illustrates 
that the fate of a specific measure 
is not an index of the president's 
popularity. The court plan was 
shelved by the senate and Was 
opposed by nearly GO percent of 
the voters. Yet a majority of these 
same voters indicated, in an Insti- 
tute survey, that they were still 
for Roosevelt. 


Decline Since October. 
The Institute has found that the 
president's popularity began to de- 
cline last October, coincident with 
the 
beginning of the 
business 
slump. It fell from 63.4 percent 
in that month to the present fig- 
ure of 54.4 percent. 
With the president Dreparing to 
take a swing across the continent 
early next month, It is possible 
that his popularity will rise again. 
The next Institute report, sched- 
uled for mid-July, will «how the 
trend.

ilton proposed a union of "real 
democrats" and members of his 
party, which he termed "the only 
organized champion of the Jeffer- 
son! fin philosophy." 
"There is today no insurmount- 
able barrier 
between 
the 
real 
democrats of the south and the 
republican party," he 
told 
the 
Alabama state republican conven- 
tion. 
Seeking to end the south's solid 
support of the democratic party, 
Hamilton made his address In one 
of the six southern states carried 
by Alfred E. Smith in 192S. 
"Only the deep-seated 
loyalty 
which comes from years of loving 
and serving their 
party 
keeps 
many southern democrats today 
from formally and openly repu- 
diating the democratic party under 
its present leadership," he said. 
"If free enterprise, 
for which 
the south always has fought, is to 
be re-established, then principles 
must triumph over our emotions 
and our prejudices." 
Hamilton declared the new deal 
was "dedicated to an alien philo- 
sophy." 
"We hear the leader of that 
(democratic) party , . . castigate 
southerners as 'feudalists,'" he 
said. "We see a war of extermina- 
tion waged against several south- 
ern members of that 
party in 


congress, solely because lh«y have 
been true to the faith and have 
dared vote their convictions " 
Citing expanded production ami 


reduced 
prices 
of 
cotton, 
the 
south's staple crop, Hamilton eaid 
the outlook "is darker than it has 
even been— and this is due pii- 
mHrily to the new deal and its 
policies of artificial and enforced 
restrictions."

CASH OR ORDERS? 


Persons on relief who have been 


protesting against being supplied 
with food orders instead of the 
cash *with which to make their 
own purchases are finding back- 
Ing in the American Public Wel- 
fare association, altho no one has 
yet stepped forward to say who 
compose 
the 
association 
other 


than that it is officered by social 
service workers. That social serv- 
ice workers take this position in 
the face of the stories often told 
of injudicious purchases made by 
persons on relief who were given 
cash is surprising. Here in Lin- 
coln that battle was fought out 
years before relief became a sta- 
bilised and extensive form of pub- 
lic aid, and the cash system aban- 
doned. 


The director of the survey made 


by the association saya that if the 
cash she insists should be supplied 
Instead of food orders is not spent 
with wisdom and good judgment, 
then the persons offending will be 
taken in hand and taught how to 
spend the money. She proposes a 
day by day supervision for that 
purpose. 
Her 
argument is that 


while 
food 
can 
be 
purchased 


. cheaper in large quantities under 


the plan now in operation, the sys- 
tem destroys the morale of the 
family. 


She points out that it is "espe- 


cially bad for children in the fam- 
ily when the -father and mother 
are 'labeled by having to present 
vouchers for food rather than be- 
ing able to pay cash the same as 
persons not on relief." People, she 
Bays, must have their self respect 
maintained and must be prepared 
for the day when they will again 
lake their places among the em- 
ployed. 


The psychology thus invoked Is 


a bit complicated. One can under- 
stand that If a person on relief 
must present food vouchers 'there 
la a question of personal pride 
involved which would be absent if 
the reliefer could put his hand in 
his pocket and diaw out the cash 
to make payment for purchases, 
but it would seem to be as dam- 
aging to one's self respoct in one 
case as in the other, since the fact 
remains that In either case one is 
still on the dole. If one is able 
to conceal from the public that 
he is getting a dole is he not more 
likely to remain longer on it and 
less inclined to take steps to get 
bimseit off it? 


The social worker's opinion may 


be worth more than that of the 
average man, but the interest of 
the .taxpayers now under heavy 
drain is of paramount importance. 


WOMAN BITES DRIVER. 


From Boston in the heart of the 


effete 
east comes an amusing 


story in which a nurse and a burly 
truck driver play the leading roles. 
The nurse had gone out to her car 
In answer to a call to discover a 
truck parked in such a manner 
that she could not get away from 
the curb. She demanded that the 
driver, lolling in his seat, move his 
cumbersome vehicle. The driver 
indicated amusement. 


The nurse loaped from her car 


And stepped up to the truck and 
repeated the demand. The driver 
was convulsed. As he leaned back 
with a roar of merriment his 
trouser leg hitched up high, dis- 
playing his bare calves. The nurse 
leaned over and set her teeth in 
the exposed calf with all the force 
she could muster. The truck driver 
screamed with pain and jumped 
down from his truck. 


Outwardly

And then drove away in her car.

VIGILANCE COMMITTEES. 
The brewers committee, in its 


attempt to police the bad spot* in 
tavern management, is somewhat 
akin in action to the oldtime vigil- 
ance 
committee. The vigilance 


committee operated without war- 
rant of law. It was the outgrowth 
of an absolute breakdown of law. 
It attempted to do what the law, 
because of lax enforcement, was 
not doing. It operated thru agen- 
cies not sanctioned by law. Some- 
times the vigilance committee was 
lawless itself. That is one objection 
to a government within a govern- 
ment. 


A recent press release from Di- 


rector Sandall's office spoke of the 
findings ot a "good conduct com- 
mittee," operating for the brewers 
and beer distributors, that a cer- 
tain tavern was not properly op- 
erated. It was proposed to present 
these findings to the state liquor 
commission. Before 
doing 
that, 


however, it was reported the sup- 
ply of beer to the retailer com- 
plained about had been cut off. 
That meant that a retailer licensed 
by the state of Nebraska to sell 
beer could not buy beer from dis- 
tributors or brewers. The beer 
license the state had given him had 
been made worthless by an action 
that had not been approved by a 
government court or commission. 


It was announced that if the 


Htate liquor commission approved 
the report of the "good conduct" 
committee-Director SandalZ would 
ask for revocation of the license 
the state had granted to the of- 
fending party. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that the beer 
organization had already acted to 
make that license valueless, by re- 
fusing to sell to the retailer. The 
work of the good conduct commit- 
tee was therefore 
the first step 


looking to the- destruction of this 
man's business. 


No one will quarrel with Direc- 


tor Sandall or the brewers or dis- 
tributors for desiring better condi- 
tions in the distribution of beer. 
There are many bad "beer spots" 


Nebraska. They 
should 
be 


cleaned up. In the effort to regu- 
late, and make the 
conduct of 


such taverns what the law recog- 
nized that it should be, the state 
set up machinery that was deemed 
adequate. It appears, however, that 
that machinery has failed, judging 
from the reports of the brewers 
themselves, and that a better ma- 
chine and perhaps a more stringent 
law is needed. That is now an is- 
sue before the people. The state 
should supply what Is needed, not 
the brewers nor the beer distribut- 
ors. 
Opportunities for unjust ac- 


tion are too great where private 
organizations take over functions 
of government^

of this per capita bill while in Ne- 
braska the state government takes 
but 67 cents. It is more than a 
little difficult to logically contend 
that citizens of Nebraska who have 
accumulated a tax load of $63.39 
in their city affairs are entitled to 
any particular credit for a 67 cent 
tax load in state affairs. 
So far 
the average Nebraska or other 
taxpayer is concerned a tax is a 
tax whether paid to state or city. 
And a reduction of state taxes if 
met by a raise in city or other 
taxes means, of course, exactly 
nothing. From 1922 to 1932, this 
same authority shows that Ne- 
braska's accumulated debt rose to 
J5.80 per capita while South Da- 
kota's decreased $4.97. 


"Mr. 
Brady also mentioned the 


cut in current annual tax bills, 
indicating that the" 66 million dol- 
lar tax bill of 1927 had been cut 
to 44 million in 1937. There is no 
denying that this is a good show- 
ing. 
Altho I have no figures on 
this, Mr. Brady was undoubtedly 
refering solely to general property 
taxes as Nebraska apparently has 
other taxes. 
According to this 
same authority, the U. S. depart- 
ment of commerce totaled Ne- 
braska's 1932 annual tax bill at 88 
million dollars and South Dakota's 
at 
52 
million. 
Out 
of 
these 
amounts last referred to Nebras- 
ka's state government cost 23 mil- 
lion dollars and South Dakota 17 
million dollars. 


"There is nothing at all conclu- 
sive in comparing either the ac- 
cumulated or the annual tax load 
of any or all civil divisions of any 
one particular state. The potency 
of an aroused tax conscious public 
may however best be fudged by its 
record in respect to accumulated 
tax loads. If such loads arc re- 
duced and not raised it is safe to 
say that public opinion in respect 
lo tax problems is becoming ef- 
"ective. And in this respect Ne- 
Draska can take a lesson 
from 
South Dakota in view of the above 
record. 


"The address of Frank J. Brady 


of Atkinson, Neb., in this city was 
an able talk on some features of 
state and national tax problems," 
writes Hans Hanson in the Sioux 
Falls (S. D.) Argus-Leader. "The 
speaker's statement 
that public 


opinion can balance budgets and 
lower taxes is, of course, axioma- 
tic 
in 
any 
political 
language 
whether applied to South Dakota, 
Nebraska or elsewhere. The im- 
pression, gathered 
from 
news- 


paper comments, advertising and 
Mr. Brady's talk that Nebraska, a 
so-called 'white spot* in dark, tax- 
ridden United States, is practically 
free from taxes needs 'some' cor- 
rection and explanation. 


"In an elaborate and exhaustive 


compilation of taxes and revenue 
receipts taken from the pockets 
of Mr. U. S. Taxpayer the U. S. 
department of commerce Added 
up Nebraska's accumulated tax 
load, along with others, and found 
this to total 110 million dollars, a 
per capital bill of $79.93. This, it 
should be explained is the total 
accumulated 
debt, less sinking 


fund nssets, of all Nebraska's civil 
divisions. South Dakota's debt in 
this same table was 52 million dol- 
lars, a per capita bill of $73.09. A 
breakdown of these figures shows 
that cities and towns In 
South 


Dakota, arc responsible for $35.81 
of this per capita bill while In Ne- 
braska the cities and towns ft re 
responsible for $63.39 of the pp.- 
capita bill. 
On th^ other hand. 


South Dakota'* atflte government 
a* distinguished from other civil 


"Mr. 
Brady's theory on mining 


and ore taxes was novel if nothing 
else. Just why a tax on mining: 
should be based on the quality of 
ore and not on ability to pay Mr. 
Brady failed to explain, other than 
that he feared the low grade ore 
would be left. 
South Dakota's 
justly famous mining industry has 
paid a dividend of $1 for every 
$3.30 of production for a period 
of nearly 60 years, in spite of a 
low grade ore and because of an 
extremely low tax on ores. 


"Tax 
problems are intricate and 


difficult of solution. 
Taxes may 


be of our own choosing and mak- 
ing and then again may be the 
result of things beyond our con- 
trol. They may be the result of a 
spending spree or of drouth. But 
whatever the cause the past 25 
year record 
shows that govern- 


mental costs have 
risen ' abov^ 


revenue receipts in nearly all the 
civil divisions of every state in the 
union. 
It is gratifying to note 
however that from 1922 to 1932 
South Dakota did not increase its 
debt but on the contrary reduced 
it nearly 10 percent. And if nor- 
mal weather and other conditions 
return, It is safe to predict that 
another reduction will be in order."

WASHINGTON.—What has been 


perhaps exaggerated as a row be- 
Lween the treasury and the federal 
reserve and the federal deposit in- 
surance corporation over the in- 
spection or examination of banks 
may prove to be in the end one 
of the most constructive steps the 
government has taken since 1933 
.n assisting the economic system 
of America to function effectively. 


For the last three years there 


have bee'n many speeches, state- 
ments and comments on why the 
aanks, tho bulging with "bank de- 
posits, do not lend more money. 
Finally, someone in the govern- 
ment has cut thru the maze of 
misunderstanding 
and 
accepted 


frankly the fact that it is useless 
:o tell banks to be liberal about 
,oans when a bank examiner comes 
around the next day and arbitrarily 
classifies a loan as poor and insists 
:hat the loan be written off and 
Dank capital reduced accordingly 
to take care of the "loss." 


Pressure for uniform bank ex- 


amination or at least for a co- 
ordination of policies has been com- 
.ng from all parts of the country 
for a long time. President Roose- 
velt in a recent message to con- 
gress recognized the need. Today 
;he three agencies primarily con- 
cerned with bank examination— 
the federal reserve board, the fed- 
eral deposit insurance corporation 
and the office of the comptroller 
of the currency in the treasury de- 
partment—have come closer to- 
gether in formulating a program 
}f uniform bank examination than 
they ever have been before. 
And 


now that an agreement has been 
reached, the association of state 
banking departments probably will 
adopt the new rules so that Amer- 
ca can go forward with that big 
hurdle of unco-ordinated bank ex- 
aminations actually overcome. 


The meaning of this to the small 


business man can hardly be over- 
stated. 
For in a consideration of 


what are "slow" or "doubtful" or 
'loss" loans, the banks have here- 
:ofore been subjected, especially in 
times of business depression, to 
jreat pressure by the bank exam- 
ners, whereas this is the very time 
when they should be given every 
cgitimate encouragement to make 
loans. 
From this tendency 
to 


scare the bankers has come a re- 
alization 
in 
Washington 
that 


psychological factors induced by 
;he government's own field repre- 
sentative can produce serious re- 
sults in the whole field of the pub- 
~ic's relations to the banks. 


But there is something 
even 


more vital in the new plan. It re- 
lates to "capital" loans. 
Banks 


usually lend money on commercial 
oans with the expectation that the 
borrower can pay back within nine 
monthe. 
Banking practice 
has 


rather encouraged the idea that 
a business which cannot liquidate 
a loan in that time needs per- 
manent capital and should go into 
the capital market to get it. 


Small businesses, on the other 


hand, cannot get into the capital 
markets as do the large businesses 
which float loans in the nation's 
xmd markets. The big investment 


king: houses rarely find it prac- 


:icable to attempt a distribution 
thru retail outlets of any loan in- 
volving less than $1,000,000. Small 
businesses, to be sure, need varying 
sums and most 
of them 
need 


amounts 
far 
below 
$1,000,000 


apiece. The probabilities are that 
the credit needs of small businesses 
run from $10,000 to $150,000 each 
and only occasionally above that. 


Congress did not provide any 


capital market for small business. 
And it is too expensive for the 
little business men to file a reg- 
istration statement and go thru the 
securities and exchange commis- 
sion and try to sell to the puulic, 
even if a machinery for such sale 
of capital securities were avail- 
able. What Gov. Eccles of the fed- 
eral reserve board suggested was 
that banks be permitted to buy a 
note or bond issue of a business 
located in their immediate vicinity. 
It must be an established business 
and one that has a record which 
indicates a great likelihood of re- 
payment. The new regulations are 
understood to be designed to per- 
mit the banks in a local commu- 
nity to buy bonds issued for about 
ten years but with a provision in 
them that the bonds or notes be 
amortized by periodic payments 
within every year, not necessarily 
every month as in the case of hous- 
ing loans. 


Heretofore banks could buy the 


bonds of big corpora tiona whose 
securities are rated or registered 
and for which there is a kind of 
public market. But the banks were 
prohibited from buying the bonds 
of small businesses because these 
were not formally rated and usu- 
ally not marketable anywhere. 


To overcome this advantage and 


yet provide a safe investment for 
banks, the new rules would allow 
banks to put in their investment 
portfolio some of these bonds or 
notes of small businesses. Because 
each bank probably will diversify 
its investments of this type and 
because such bond or note issues 
would necessarily carry an interest 
rate higher than the banks can 
now get by keeping so much of 
their funds in federal, state or city 
bonds, there is a likelihood that the 
earnings of banks from these loans 
now will tend to increase. It is a 
constructive step in that direction 
because many banks have hardly 
been earning their overhead due to 
the fact that they could not use 
their deposits to 
yield 
enough 


money to meet the necessary ex- 
penses—a situation which depos- 
itors so frequently overlook when 
they use a bank for checking pur- 
poses without paying anything but 
a nominal sum for the service ren- 
dered. 


The attitude of the banks toward 


the new plnn is not disclosed, but 
it does put the lending processes 
In their own hands instead of set- 
ting up governmental agencies to 
do more and more direct lending 
to business, something that always 
brings with it political pressure 
and often some unsound practices 
- Naturally nobody wnnta Inxlty 
of bank examination or anything 
that will mean unsound lending. 
But. 
for a lonR time, this corre- 


spondent hfii nrpner! that when tho 
oiu i>,ink affiliates wore wiped out 
and the banks were not permitted 
to underwrite loans, nothing ron- 
.ilrnrfive has been «et up in plare 
of what was subtracted from the 
American capital system. 


Business should feel some time 


In the latter part of this year ft 
stimulus from the new uses to 
which our huge supply of bank 
deposits can noW be put. it is the 
best piece of news out of Wash- 
ington In many a day and shows 
that constant pounding away to 
get recognition for the basic prin- 
ciples of the capitalistic system 
sometimes results in the adoption 
of a worthwhile policy.

For the 
past few months the child has re- 
fused all cooked vegetables and 
eaten only raw potatoes, raw tur- 
nips, raw carrots, raw peas, raw 
string beans. 
Mother has been 


afraid to give the child all she 
wants of these vegetables, for she 
has Ben Told . . . 


On a few occasions the child has 


even asked for some raw ground 
beef when mother has been prepar- 
ing it for dinner. 
Mother won- 


deis whether this unusual appetite, 
which h*ig been developing since 
the child was about ' two years 
old, 
is due to some lack of vita- 


mins or minerals in the child's 
diet. 


The child eats lettuce salad with 


gusto, loves apples and oranges, 
eats very little meat, drinks a 
glass of chocolate flavored milk 
three times a day. 
She weighs 


35 pounds. 


When mother consulted a phy- 


sician a year ago about the child's 
appetite, all the physician told her 
was that it wouldn't look nice if 
some day they were to go into 
a restaurant and the young lady 
asked for raw potatoes or raw 
string beans. 
Mother agreed that 


it would be unusual, and that's all 
the information she got. 
Now, 


please what have I to say about it. 


I'd simply say oh—if I were al- 


towed to do so. 


Back in the days of Holt chil- 


dren under five years of age were 
not allowed to have any raw vege- 
tables or even any raw fruit ex- 
cept in a few instances some raw 
orange juice. 


In recent years, however, we 


have learned the value and impor- 
tance of raw foods in the diet of 
the infant and young child. 
For 


example, thousands of puny, sickly, 
malnourished infants have thrived 
on liberal daily feeding with raw 
banana, and one of the most ef- 
fective ways of 'treating acute gas- 
tro-intestlnal upsets, vomiting" and 
diarrhea, in infants of any age, is 
a diet of raw scraped apples and 
nothing else for a day or two. 
' For years I have been urging 
the practice of eating one or two 
raw vegetables daily as a pro- 
tective habit. It increases the in- 
take of vitamins 
and minerals 


which are more or less removed 
or d e s t r o y e d in the cooking 
process. 


If Mrs. P. K.'s daughter goes 


Into a restaurant some day and 
orders raw potatoes, raw string 
beans, raw carrots, raw turnip, 
raw cabbage or what have you, it 
will be a good sign the girl knows 
her (onions. 
If she hesitates to 


order such raw food it will prob- 
ably be because the place is filthy 
and she is too wise to take a 
chance eating any food that has 
been handled by the uncleanly folk 
who work there. 
There are a 


good many such places, "inspected 
and passed" by the health depart- 
ment, where it is a grave risk to 
eat anything raw.

the big $3,750,000.000 bill has been 
signed. 


2. That the prospect for business 


during 1938, based on national in- 
come figures for the 
first 
three 
months of the year, was definitely 
Improved. 


3. That he had signed 45 bills 


and vetoed seven since coming to 
his Hyde Park home, and would 
act on ten more before he went to 
bed, but still would have 337 to 
pass upon after that. 


International Affairs. 


Then, answering questions, the 


chief executive touched briefly on 
international affairs. After assert-

he thought business had scraped 
bottom in its downward trend. By 
request he followed a seldom per- 
mitted practice of letting the fol- 
lowing reply be quoted: "As some- 
body remarked the other day, there 
have been a few raindrops coming 
from the heavens and possibly they 
will be followed with a much need- 
ed shower." 


Mr. Roosevelt parried a question 
as to when the shower would come. 


The National Income. 


The president opened his news 
conference with his usual greeting: 
and then as newsmen packed into 
the small study of his family home, 
he commenced quoting a recently 
issued commerce department state 
ment. Mr. Roosevelt said he wished 
to call attention to the report's dis- 
closuie that 1937 national income 
—the income of all the people who 
earn money m the United States 
was slightly higher than had been 
estimated last fall. He said the re- 
port showed this income actually 
was $69,800,000.000, compared with 
estimates before the year ended of 
between 68 and 69 billions 
The document also 
reported, 


the president said, that while the 
average wage of the full time em- 
ployed person was down last year, 
percent below the 1929 average, 


the cost of living: index in 1937 was 
15 percent below 1929. 
That, he 


declared, was another way of say- 
ing that it did not cost a wage 
earner as much of his income in 
1937 as in 1929, and, therefore, the 
country was relatively better off 
In that respect. Then, after quot- 
,ngthe new figure on national in- 
come, he said the figure for 1937 
would have been 72 billions instead 
of 69.8 billions if it had not been 
for the slackening of business near 
the end of the year.

Not every 
hand should be bid up to the hilt. 1 
am not referring to the danger ol 
being defeated in a contract, but to a 
much more subtle point, as exempli- 
fied in the following hand:

only a second and hence, when he 
passed, East hardly could know what 
war In his mind.

culty, merely through the caution of 
leading clubs twice through East, and 
finally leading up to the diamond 
king. Paradoxically enough, North- 
South made thfir greatest possible 
score through failure to bid game. 
They. actually collected 90 points 
below the line and 130 above [100 
honors and one extra trick], not to 
mention the potential value of a part- 
score. If North had bid four hearts 
West, with his freak, unquestionably 
would have bid four spades and that 
contract could have been defeated 
only one trick, for 100 points even If 
doubled. Moreover, If West's distri- 
bution had been ever so sJightly dif- 
ferent, a four spade bid, made as a 
sacriiice, might have been 
fulfilled. 


And then the swing would have been 
really serious. 


When up against a superior suit

educated in the dangers of venereal 
disease. It is hoped that as a re- 
sult of the energetic methods of 
control and treatment now formu- 
lated, this scourge will be com- 
pletely eradicated. 


Today I \sant to tell you some 


j simple facts about syphilis. 
It is 


' a dangerous disease ana often over- 


I looked in its eaily stages. Indeed, 


all too often it is not recognized 
until great damage has occurred 
It is extremely dangerous because 
it is readily pa&spcl from one in- 


! dividual to another. 


The disease can be transmitted 


from mother to child. It is a fre- 
quent cause of miscarriages and 
still-births, as well as involvement 
of the heart, arteries and brain. It 
causes stroke, blindness, deafness 
and other distressing effects. 


The germs of the disease enter 


the body, usually causing a sore at 
the place they enter. This sore is 
medically known as a "chancre". 
Sometimes the chancre is located 
in an inaccessible portion of the 
body, a place where it may easily 
be overlooked. 


This sore ultimately heals, leav- 


ing behind a slight scar. But this 
Is not by any means the end of the 
trouble. The 
poisons reach the 
; 


blood stream and are carried to 
distant parts of the body where 
they may do great damage. 


If the disease is recognized in the 


first stage, or the chancre is still 
present, treatment should be start- 
°d immediately. This treatment, 


continued, win ultimately entirely1 
•radicate th* disease. Th« treat- 
ment takes much longer if the in- 
fection Is allowed to run on to s»b-l 
lequent stages of the disease. 


Let us see what happens wheni 


:he chancre is overlooked and no! 
treatment is begun. Several weeks 
liter the sore is healed a rash ap-' 
oears on the skin. 
This rash is 


peculiar In that it does not itch.. 
Sores appear in the mouth and 
ihroat. 
Swelling- of 
(he glands 


may be present. 
Headache, fever 


and bone pains may occur. 
The 


hair of the scalp and eyebrows may 
fall out. 


Physicians 
are 
often 
asked, 


whether syphilis can be cured. The 
answer is definitely yes. 
But this 


is true only if proper treatment is- 
given. Unless applied in the early 
stages of the disease, it will be 
necessary to report to the doctor 
at least once a week for a period 
of a year or more. 


The treatment can only be given 


by a physician. So much depends 
on the honesty of the doctors that 
it is well to avoid those who ad- 
vertise and certainly those who are 
not licensed to practice medicine. 
If there is any doubt as to whether 
you require this treatment, consult( 
your family physician or the local, 
board of health.

Those

they have just about a two to one 
majority—offer tne following: evi- 
dence 


1 That Lou's wasnt in 
shape

2 That he was 


careless ana didn t fight his fight 
3 That he is a smarter more ex- 
perienced Louis and \\ ill be set 
and ready this time 


Schmelmg s main backeis offer 


this rebuttal 
1 That Schrnehng 


tumcd the trick once too effective 
ly to leave any doubt as to which 
is the better man 
2 That Louis 


is a sucker for a right hand and 
that Schmelmg has one of the best 
rights in ring history 


Then come the minoi arguments 


from coast to coast—but especially 
in every gathering 
place 
around 


New York—that "Louis is 
eight 


years younger than Schmeling— 
that Schmelmg after 14 years of 
fighting has lost his speed and has 
become shopworn—that Louis has 
two good hands to Schmeling s one 
—that Louis 
ia 
gun 
shj—that 


Schmelmg is too smait to 
be hit 


with a right—that Louis 
has 


picked up nothing new or smart in 
his last two years of pugilistic hik- 
ing 


All this ceaseless .chatter 
will 


turn back from the realm of fancy

The majority like Toe Louis and

Another impoitant point is that 


Louis has the diiving wallop in 
either hand to bieak up the t>ho\\ 
in almost any lound Just one solid 
smack may be "quite enough to 
close out the show But Schmelmg 
happens to be a hard fellow to 
hit with a right and his style hap- 
pens to be the brand that will give 
Louis trouble And Louis is none 
too difficult to baffle or bewilder 
when the pi ogi am is shifted a 
trifle or the marching order is 
changed 


Schmelmg knows this and he 


will use th *• detnii 10 the 
limit 


In spite of the fict that both 


men aie on the counter side there 
should be all the action 
a

crowd demands or looks for, for 
the simple ren son that both can 
hit hard enough to turn the tide 
with a single punch, even if it

the gate was almost certain to be 
the sixth million dollar one in his- 
tory.

able danger of misdirecting

thoughts of the laity, which it was 
.ntendeU to 'stimulate. 


"The picture went to consider- 


able 
lengths 
to 
point out 
that 


there were two schools of thought 
among medical men, R minority 
which believed in state assumption 
of public medical problems, and a 
majority which believed that only 
:he medical profession was capable 
of handling these problems. It did 
not state that the split in opinion 
was far from 
being a matter ot 


superficial judgment on splection 
of method. It merely gave the im- 
pression that this group of doc- 
tors wanted this, and that group 
of doctors wanted that. 


'Then it stated as a great truth 


that ought to be understood with- 
out further argument that every 
ndfvidual 
(n the nation was en- 


titled to the best there is in medical 
service. If every individual in the 
nation is to get the best of medi- 
cal service, it is absolutely impos- 
sible for the 
JfiO thousand mem- 


bers of the medical profession in 
the nation to render it. The state 


1 be compelled to take charge. 
'Medical men 
might he satis- 


fied with that idea were It not for 
,he unfortunate examples already 
aefore us in state administration 
of medicine. 
In European coun- 


:rles where this method of admin- 
istering medical service has been 
in operation for many years, the 
result has been a degredation of 
the quality of the service. 
Instead 


of bringing about the best there is 
of medical service to the lowest 
unfortunates, 
there 
has 
been 
a 


leveling process in which the best 
there is has been reduced. 
Medical 


men have become drudges. 


"But there are a great many 


thinking- people who do not accept 
the inevitable truth of the state- 
ment that every individual in' the 
nation is entitled to the best there 
is of medical service. 
At least not 


t the present moment. 
At the 


present it is quite as impossible of 
arcomplishment ns it is to supply 
evrry individual in the slums, up 
in the hills, bark in ihe back woods, 
ivith the best there is in food, the 
best there is in Hollies, the 
boat 


there is in educntiim.

lion, even to the children of the in- [ 
habitants of oirr most prog-rvfl*lvc [ 
and civilized rural districts?
